Don Thomas, County Engineer, explained that the resolution results from a joint project with
the City of Lincoln. Speed surveys were conducted with the end result being the establishment
of the new speed limits.

John Horan, attorney with Cline Williams Law Firm, stated that Molex is requesting that the
County Board approve a reconveyance of certain real and personal property back to Molex. He
explained that the County is currently holding legal title to the property pursuant to an
Industrial Development Bond issue which was used to construct Molex’s facility. Horan stated
the bonds have been paid in full and they are now requesting the County to reconvey the real
property by a quitclaim deed and by a bill of sale for the personal property.

Staab further explained a
physician’s statement regarding the disability is required.
